REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION FOR 
MARCH, 1914. 


JOHN F. LEINEN, Director. 

During the month the quarantine for rabies in Alameda County was 
extended to cover Mission San Jose and Centerville districts. <A 
human death from rabies occurred in Oakland on March 25th, which 
caused the city authorities to immediately issue orders for all unmuzzled 
dogs upon the streets to be killed. 

Mr. H. C. Moore, U. 8. Food and Drug Inspector, has been notified 
of his appointment as a food and drug inspector of this Board, with- 


out salary, and has replied that the communication has been forwarded. 


to the Chief of the Western Food Inspection District of the Bureau of 
Chemistry for whatever action he deems necessary. The Civil Service 
Commission has also been notified of Mr. Moore’s appointment. 

The attorney for the Board has rendered an epinion to the effect that 
the pure food inspectors of this Board can make the inspections neces- 
sary under the cold storage law, and that the salaries and traveling 
expenses of such inspectors, while engaged in this work, could be paid 
from the cold storage fund. 

The Director of the Hygienic Laboratory has been notified that 
analyses of water are to be made without reference to the office of the 
Board, provided requests therefor are approved by the local health 
officer. 

The U. 8S. Naval Hospital at Mare Island has been notified of this 
Board’s action in granting it authority to administer antirabic virus 
under the same conditions as those attaching to the Letterman General 
Hospital at the San Francisco Presidio. 

The Commission of Immigration and Housing of California has been 


notified of this Board’s action in appointing Mr. J. J. Rosenthal, Mr. 


George L. Bell and Carleton H. Parker as -inspectors of this Board, 
under the conditions set forth in the communication from the Com- 
mission of Immigration and Housing requesting such appointments. 

An estimate for an increase of state funds to carry on plague eradi- 
cation work was submitted to the Board of Control, in accordance with 
the Board’s instructions, and was approved by that Board on March as, 
1914. 

An estimate for an emergency appropriation for the Hygienic Lab- 
oratory was submitted to the Board of Control and was approved by 
that board on March 21, 1914. 

Dr. Allen F. Gillihan, Health Director of the city of Oakland, reported 
a case of smallpox in the person of Roy Fosdick, who lived near the 
Oakland High School. Dr. Gillihan recommended the formation of a 
district including the high school and three private schools, within 
which the exclusion provisions of the vaccination act should be enforced. 
Dr. Gillihan’s recommendations were approved and the vaccination act 
was enforced within the said district.

Trichinosis has lately been reported from San Francisco, Mendocino 
County and Sacramento. The Secretary wrote to the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the United States Department of Agriculture asking why 
Federal inspection for trichine is not undertaken. The Chief of the 
Bureau in reply stated that, because of the simple prophylaxis— 
thorough cooking of pork—it seems more feasible to observe this pre- 
caution rather than to engage in the expensive, and not at all time effi- 
cient, inspection. He stated, further, that considerable work is being 
done along the line of education by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

On March 5th the supervisors of Sonoma County repealed the 
muzzling ordinance which had been in foree in that county since 
December 4, 1913, whereupon the Secretary ordered the county quar- 
antined under chapter 369, Statutes of 1913. After investigation by 
Dr. Sawyer, the order was modified and regulations adopted requiring 
the muzzling of all dogs within those townships of the county which are 
most heavily infested. 

Because of the presence of rabies in dogs, cattle and horses in the Los 
Gatos Canyon District of Fresno County, it became necessary for the 
Secretary to apply the quarantine provisions for rabies under chapter 
369, Statutes of 1913. 

Sanitary Inspector Edward T’. Ross has inspected and reported upon: 
Gilroy Hot Springs; Southern Pacific trains Nos. 7, 28, 30, 31, 32, 83, 
84, 155 and 156; Santa Fe train No. 4; Oakland, Antioch and Eastern 
Railway Company’s train No. 28; Japanese Camp, Niles; violation of 
muzzling ordinance at Irvington ; Sacramento City Jail; Sewer Farm at 
Dixon; Burnett Sanitarium, Fresno; Merced Water Supply ; MeGilvry 
Granite Works and Raymond Granite Works, Knowles; Free Market, 
Fresno; Camp of the Unemployed, North Sacramento; White Hospital, 
Sacramento; and the County Hospital, Sacramento. 

King City, Monterey County, filed the necessary application blanks 
for permission to discharge the effluent from their proposed septic 
tank into the Salinas River. Papers have been referred to Professor 
Hyde for investigation and report. 

The following state institutions were inspected by the Board’s food 
and drug inspectors, at the request of the State Board of Control: 
Agnews, Mendocino, Stockton and Napa State Hospitals; Preston School 
of Industry; Whittier State School; Sonoma State Home; California 
Institution for the Deaf and the Blind; Industrial Home for Adult 
Blind; Veterans Home; Folsom State Prison and San Quentin State 
Prison. 

Dr. Sawyer was instructed to analyze a supply of water used by the 
high school of Weaverville. 

Inspector Ross’ report on the insanitary conditions of the Sacramento 
eity jail was referred to the Commissioner of Public Health and Safety, 
Charles A. Bliss. Mr. Bliss has notified the Board that he considers 
Mr. Ross’ recommendations practical, and will have them complied with. 

Miss Violet M Bathgate has been certified by the Civil Service Com- 
mission and appointed by the Secretary to the position of Assistant 
Bacteriologist at the State Hygienic Laboratory, vice Miss Esther 
Skolfield, resigned. 

A communication was received from Dr. Hugh Beattie, Health 
Officer of Sacramento County, stating that he had received complaints 
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from residents of North Sacramento, regarding the camping place of 
the ‘‘Army of the Unemployed.’’ He reported that, after going over 
the grounds carefully, he found sanitary conditions terrible. He 
asked for assistance from this Board, and further stated that he would 
write a complaint to the district attorney, requesting that the nuisance 
be removed. The Secretary replied that this Board could not concur 


with him in his statement ‘‘this army must be scattered for the good of 


the public health of the community,’’ but would support him in any 
effort looking to the enforcement of sanitary regulations for the camp 
and the abatement of any nuisances that they may create. On March 26, 

1914, the Secretary directed Sanitary Inspector Ross to proceed to North 
Sacramento for the purpose of investigating conditions surrounding the 
camp of the ‘‘Army of the Unemployed.’’ On receipt of Inspector 
Ross’ report, the result of his findings was transmitted to the County 
Health Officer, with instructions to abate the nuisance. 

A reply has been received from the Surgeon General of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, announcing that the Secretary’s letter asking 
the Public Health Service to take such action as it may deem necessary 
to prevent the introduction of Stegomyia calopus into this State, has 
been referred to Dr. Thomas R. Crowder, Superintendent of Sanitation 


of the Pullman Company, for an opinion, which has been received and 


is now on file. 

Mr. David Van Gelder, State President of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association of America, has asked for the co- operation of the State 
Board of Health in introducing sanitary and eorrect methods of pre- 
paring food, caring for linen and bed covers, fly screens, proper drain- 
age, plumbing and cooking utensils in the kitchens of hotels and restau- 
rants. The Secretary replied that there was no special law covering 
this subject but that the general laws, under the abating of nuisances, 
would cover the conditions mentioned. 

The secretary of the Board of Health of Chico reported that the Chico 
Cemetary Association has purchased a tract of land about 14 miles 
east of Chico, with the intention of using it for a burying ground, and 
that the city water supply is derived from wells located about. halfway 
between the tract and the city of Chico, the-natural drainage being 
westward from the foothills. The secretary of the Chico Board of 
Health asked this Board’s opinion as to the probability of contamination 
of the city water supply by the proposed burying ground. The Sec- 
retary replied that the matter appears to this office to be a serious one, 
and directed Dr. Sawyer to make an investigation of conditions and 
report his findings to this office. The Secretary suggested that, if the 
purchase of this land had not been completed, they consult with the 
district attorney as to the advisability of applying for a temporary 


injunction against the Association, until this office has had time to 


complete its investigations. 

The Secretary, assisted by Dr. Carleton H. Parker, executive secre- 
tary of the Commission of Immigration and Housing, is preparing rules 
end regulations to be used in enforeing the Camp Sanitation Act. 

Dr. Sawyer, Director of the State Hygienic Laboratory, recom- 
mended that certain charges for preparing and distributing antirabie 
virus be charged to the antirabie virus appropriation. His recom- 
mendations were transmitted to the State Board of Control for action.

During the month, inspection of the tuberculosis department of the 
Sonoma State Home, Eldridge, was made, and also at the request of 
the Civil Service Commission, a special investigation of conditions in 
the Home relative to tuberculosis.

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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF REGISTRATION OF 
NURSES FOR MARCH, 1914.

At the regular meeting of the Board on April 4th, four hundred and 
wenty-two licenses for certificates as. registered nurse, without exami- 
vation, were granted to applicants who are graduates of training schools. 

Inspection of training schools is now being made. The Bureau has 
obtained data which is on file concerning seventy-six training schools 
‘or nurses located in the State. This data gives information as to the 
iength of the course and instruction being given at the present time. 
Inspection is done with a view of accrediting the schools that maintain 
(he standard required. A study is made of the conditions under which 
the pupils receive their training; the character of the hospital; its 
capacity, nature of its service and the equipment of the hospital. Edu- 
cational requirements for admission of pupils to the training schools; 
the number and qualifications of the nurse instructors and the subjects 
taught by elass and demonstration. The staff of medical lecturers, 
equipment for teaching nurses, as class-rooms, library, diet kitchen, 
laboratory, skeleton, charts, ete. The nature and amount of instruction, 
the plan followed in theoretical and practical work and time. allowed 
for practical experience in each department and the methods of keeping 
records of the students’ work. <A round of the hospital is made, noting 
the work of the students, cleanliness and order of the rooms and wards 
ind general welfare of the patients; equipment and facilities for 
nursing work, as lavatories, diet kitchens, utensils, ete. A visit is 
inade to the nurses’ quarters, noting the sanitary conditions, air space, 
hathrooms, toilet rooms and general appropriateness of the suuround- 
ngs for students. The training schools may be classed as follows: 

(1) Those which surpass the minimum requirements of the State 
Soard of Health. 

(2) Those which meet the requirements. 

(3) Those which do not meet the requirements as to capacity and 
service, and will affiliate with other hospitals. 

(4) Those which fail to meet the minimum requirements.

Typhoid Vaccination. 


March was the first month in which the Laboratory distributed typhoic 
vaccine. During the month, as the table later in this report will show. 
35 physicians asked for vaccine with which to immunize 347 persons. 
During the same month a very serious outbreak of typhoid fever ha: 
occurred in one of the interior towns, and is being investigated by thc 
staff of the Laboratory. Such sudden, entirely unexpected outbreaks ax 
this, serve to emphasize the need for vaccination, even in a community 


which regards itself as reasonably free from the danger of typhoid.

REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF FOODS AND DRUGS FOR 
MARCH, 1914.

The routine work of the Laboratory during the past month has in 
cluded the examination of one hundred an twenty-six samples of food 
end drug products, including fourteen unofficial samples of flours and 
other food materials received from state institutions. 

The samples submitted are of a miscellaneous character—condiments 
and drugs forming the chief portion. 

During the past month no Food Inspection Decisions from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture have been received at the Laboratory. 

The Department of Agriculture has adopted a different policy in the 
matter of publishing and distributing the notices of judgments. Here- 
tofore each notice of judgment has been published separately. 

In the future, in conformity with a uniform plan for the issuance of 
information, instructions, and notices of a regulatory nature by various 
branches of the department, as prescribed by the Acting Secretary of 
Agriculture in memorandum No. 57, dated December 26, 1913, this 
publication will be issued monthly by the Bureau of Chemistry. Ii 
covers the entire month for which it is dated, and each month’s issue 
is expected to appear in the early part of the succeeding month. Free 
distribution will be limited to firms, establishments, and journals espe- 
cially concerned. Others desiring copies may obtain them from the 
Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C., at 5 cents each, or 50 cents a year. 

In the ‘‘Service and Regulatory Announcements’’ for January, 1914, 
appears the following Notices of Judgments—copies of which may be 
had in acordance with the above:

Butter fat had been left out and abstracted in whole or in part. 
No. 2767. Misbranding of Whiskey. 

Article was branded so as to indicate straight whiskey, whereas it was not 
straight whiskey, but was a rectified article combined with grain distillate. 

Statements on label were false and misleading. | 

No. 2768. Adulteration and Misbranding of Blackberry Cordial. 

Said product purported to be manufactured from blackberries or blackberry 
juice, whereas it was a product composed of water, alcohol, synthetic ethers, 
sugar saccharine, and glucose, and colored with a prohibited coaltar dye and 
preserved with benzoate of soda, and neither blackberries nor any product of 
blackberries entered into the manufacture thereof. 

No. 2769. Adulteration and Misbranding of Orange Extract. 
Nos. 2770, 2771 and 2772. Adulteration of Milk. 
Product consisted of a filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal substance. 


Nos. 2775 and 2777. Adulteration of Milk. 


Water had been mixed and packed with the product so as to reduce, lower, 
and injuriously affect its quality and strength. 

No. 2773. Misbranding of Champagne. (Supplement of Notice of Judgment No. 
1020.) Judgment of conviction in the District Court affirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, Ninth Circuit. 

No. 2774. Adulteration of Tomato Pulp. 
No. 2332.) 

Nos. 2778, 2780 and 2781. Adulteration of Frozen Eggs. 

Cans contained an article of food which was filthy, putrid and decomposed. 

No. 2779. Adulteration and Misbranding of Lemon Extract. 

Terpeneless extract and artificial coloring matter were mixed and packed 


with the article so as to reduce and lower and injuriously affect its quality and 
strength.

Births, Deaths and Marriages for February.* 


State Totals and Annual Rates.—The following table shows for Cah- 
fornia as a whole the birth, death and marriage totals for the current 
and preceding months in comparison with those for the corresponding 
months of last year, as well as the annual rates per 1,000 population 
represented by the totals for the current and preceding months. The 
rates are based on an estimated midyear population of 2,763,109 for 
California in 1914, the estimate having been made by the Census Bureau 
method with slight modifications.

The February totals were greater for births and marriages but less 
for deaths in 1914 than in 1918. Moreover, the birth registration 
exceeds the death total for February this year by 433, or 13.9 per cent. 

As to deaths, it may be noted that of the 3,115 decedents in February, 
some 184, or 5.9 per cent, had resided in California less than one year. 


County Totals —The first table which follows below shows the monthly 
birth, death and marriage totals for the principal counties of the State, 
the list being limited to counties having a population of at least 25,000 
according to the Federal Census of 1910. Totals are also shown for 
San Francisco and the other bay counties (Alameda, Contra Costa, 
Marin and San Mateo), as well as for Los Angeles and Orange counties 
together. 


City Totals —The second of the following tables gives the birth and 
death totals for the principal freeholders’ charter cities, the list inelud- 
ing all chartered cities with a census population of at least 15,000 in 


1910. ‘Totals are given likewise for San Francisco in comparison with 


Oakland, Alameda, and Berkeley, the three cities adjoining one another 
on the east shore of San Francisco Bay, as well as for Los Angeles in 
comparison with neighboring chartered cities (Long Beach, Pasadena, 
Pomona, and Santa Monica).

In February there were 530 deaths, or 17.0 per cent of all, from 
diseases of the circulatory system and 526, or 16.9 per cent, from 
various forms of tuberculosis, heart disease thus leading tuberculosis 
shightly. 

Other notable causes of death in February were: Diseases of the 
respiratory system, 312; diseases of nervous system, 304; violence, 300 ; 
diseases of digestive system, 217; cancer, 202; Bright’s disease and 
nephritis, 184; and epidemic diseases, 111. | 

‘The deaths from epidemic diseases were as follows: Typhoid fever, 


27 ; whooping-cough, 18; diphtheria and croup, 17; influenza, 15; scarlet 


. fever, 10; and all other epidemic diseases, 24.

This is a considerably smaller number than was 
a reported in February. Thirteen of these cases were in San Francisco, 
ciao SPU Ce 9 in Colusa County, 6 in Monrovia, and 6 in Auburn. In all cases 
the disease was of a mild form. The source of infection for the cases 
Oe Nah eet in Monrovia was in lowa, a member of the family having gone to that 
state for a visit. Shortly after having returned, symptoms of the 
disease appeared, other members of the\family contracting the malady 
Biri eer aah There were 106 cases of typhoid fever reported during March. 
r le bg: ted RG Fifty-one of these occurred in San Francisco and Los Angeles ; Los 
f ea RE: Angeles reported 26 and San Francisco 25 cases, the remaining 55 eases 
being seattered throughout 15 counties of the State. Nine of these, 
ei an ee however, occurred in Inyo County, a whole family being stricken. The 
Be RO th i source of infection for these cases is now being investigated.

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis was reported quite generally during the month—a total 


of 430 cases being recorded, against 407 during February. Most of 
these cases continue to be reported from San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
although physicians throughout the State are reporting more generally 
than heretofore. 
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W hooping-cough. 


There was a large increase in the number of cases of whooping-cough 
reported. Four hundred and twelve cases were recorded during March. 
Two hundred and seventy-three of these were in San Francisco. Dur- 
ing February but 297 cases were reported in the State. 


. Chickenpox. 


Four hundred and eighty-six cases occurred during March, an in- 
crease over February, for which month 330 cases were recorded. This 
disease, with measles and whooping-cough, are the most prevalent 
diseases in the State. 


Epidemic Cerebrospinal Meningitis. 


There were more cases of this disease than have been reported for 
some time. There were 9 during February and 14 in March. 


Rabies. 


A human death from rabies occurred in Oakland during March, the 
ease being that of a five-year-old boy. 


Leprosy. 


A ease of leprosy was reported in Oakland. The patient is being 
cared for by Alameda County. 


There were 527 cases of this disease reported—a large inerease over 
February, when 174 cases were reported.
